Security in Iraq ‘Fragile’ 


Top general warns against withdrawing troops too quiekly 


WASHINGTON | ThetopU.S. commander in Iraq 
told Congress Tuesday that hard-won gains 
in the war zone are too fragile to promise any 
troop pullouts beyond this summer, holding 
his ground against impatient Democrats and 
refusing to commit to more withdrawals before 
President Bush leaves office in January. 

Army Gen. David Petraeus painted a 
picture of a nation struggling to suppress 
violence among its own people and to move 
toward the political reconciliation that Bush 
said a year ago was the ultimate aim of his 


new Iraq strategy, which included sending 
more than 20,000 extra combat troops. 

Security is getting better, and Iraq’s own 
forces are becoming more able, Petraeus said. 
But, calling those gains “fragile and revers- 
ible,” he ticked off a list of reasons for worry, 
including the threat of a resurgence of Sunni 
or Shiite extremist violence. 

In back-to-back appearances before two 
Senate committees, Petraeus was told by a 


parade of Democrats that Iraq will not attain 
stability until the United States makes the deci- 
sion to begin withdrawing in large numbers 
and forces the Iraqis to settle their differences. 

Petraeus didn’t budge. He said he had 
recommended to Bush that he complete, by 
the end of July, the withdrawal of the 20,000 
extra troops. Beyond that, the general pro- 
posed a 45-day period of “consolidation and 
evaluation,” to be followed by an indefinite 
period of assessment before he would recom- 
mend any further pullouts, robertburns(ap)

NEW YORK 

Harvard Professor Chosen 
As Now Red Cross President 

The American Red Cross named 
a veteran executive who teaches at 
Harvard Business School as its new 
president Tuesday, filling a post vacat- 
ed last year because of a sex scandal.

White House hopefuls 
are focus of attention 
at hearing on Iraq 

WASHINGTON I Gen. David Petrac- 
us, meet your next commander in 
chief 

The top commander in Iraq 
found himself in the middle of presi- 
dential politics Tuesday — literally 
— as he was questioned by White 
House candidates politically and 
physically on either side during a 
congressional hearing. 

The presidential hopefuls made a 


rare return to Capitol Hill for the ses- 
sion in which Petraeus and Ambas- 
sador Ryan Crocker delivered their 
assessment of the war, which is now 
in its sixth year. 

Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., elicit- 
ed answers that he hopes will bolster 
his call to stay the course. Sen. Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton, D-N.Y, and 
Sen. Barack Obama, D-Ill., argued 
U.S. troops should come home. 

They toned down their heated 
campaign rhetoric to fit the deco- 
rum of a congressional hearing — 
avoiding criticizing one another by 
name — but the divisions were clear. 


McCain said promises to withdraw 
forces “would constitute a failure of 
political and moral leadership.” 

“I fundamentally disagree,” Clin- 
ton said later, when it was her turn 
to speak. “Rather, I think it could 
be fair to say that it might well be 
irresponsible to continue the policy 
that has not produced the results 
that have been promised time and 
time again.” 

McCain was the only presiden- 
tial candidate to get a chance for an 
opening statement in addition to his 
questioning, as he’s the top Repub- 
lican on the committee. He argued 


that “much more needs to be done” 
on security, political and economic 
fronts, but that “we are no longer 
staring into the abyss of defeat, and 
we can now look ahead to the genu- 
ine prospect of success.” 

Obama pressed Petraeus and 
Crocker on their standard for suc- 
cess in Iraq. The Illinois senator 
and Democratic front-runner said 
he worries that the goals — com- 
pletely eliminating al- Qaeda and 
Iranian influences — maybe impos- 
sible to achieve and troops could be 
there for 20 or 30 years in a fruit- 
less effort. LIZ siDOTi (ap)

Torch Arrives in California 


Olympic officials say 
relay may end early 
because of protests 

SAN FRANCISCO I The Olympic torch 
arrived for its only North American 
stop amid heavy security Tuesday, a 
day after its visit to Paris descended 
into chaos and activists here scaled 
the Golden Gate Bridge to protest 
China’s human rights record. 

Meanwhile, International Olym- 
pic Committee President Jacques 
Rogge said the body’s executive 
board would discuss Friday whether 
to end the international leg of the 
Beijing Olympic torch relay because 
of widespread protests. 

The torch’s global journey was 
supposed to highlight China’s 
growing economic and politi- 
cal power. But activists opposing 
China’s human rights policies and 
a recent crackdown on Tibet have 
been protesting along the torch’s 
85,000 -mile route since the start 
of the flame’s odyssey from Ancient 
Olympia in Greece to Beijing, host 
of the 2008 Summer Olympics.

The flame arrived in San Fran- 
cisco shortly before 4 a.m. and was 
immediately put in a vehicle to be 
whisked away to a secret location, 
San Francisco Olympic Torch Relay 
Committee spokesman David Perry 
said. Security was heightened 
because several protests were 
planned before the relay. 

Already, one runner who planned 


to carry the flame during the San 
Francisco relay dropped out because 
of safety concerns. Perry said. 

“The first and foremost concern 
is security,” Perry said. “Security for 
those who will carry the torch and 
security for those who, of course, 
are also exercising their First 
Amendment right to protest.”

American Cancels Flights

Carrier keeps MD-80 
planes from flying for 
more wire inspections 

DALLAS I American Airlines said 
it was canceling up to 500 flights 
Tuesday, perhaps one -fifth of its 
schedule, to check the bundling of 
wires in some planes, the same issue 
that caused the airline to scrap more 
than 400 flights last month. 

American, the nation’s largest 
carrier, said the cancellations could 
spill into Wednesday and beyond. 

The airline said the Federal Avi- 
ation Administration raised more 
concerns about the recent inspec- 
tions of the wiring in its approxi- 
mately 300 MD-80 aircraft. 

The inspections will focus on 
issues including the spacing and 
direction of cords used to secure 
bundles of wires in the planes’ aux- 
iliary hydraulic systems. The com- 
pany said they were not safety- of- 
flight issues. 

Tim Wagner, a spokesman for 
the airline, said an FAA inspector 


checked several planes Monday 
and found that some of the work 
performed last month didn’t meet 
the agency’s standards. 

Wagner said the company start- 
ed pulling planes out of service mid- 
afternoon. The work may last just 10 
to 20 minutes per plane but could 


take longer if wiring needs to be 
rebundled, he said. 

It is “quite possible” that the 
work — and flight cancellations 
— could stretch beyond Wednes- 
day, he said.

NAIROBI, KENYA | Kenya’s opposition 
party suspended talks with the gov- 
ernment Tuesday, and hundreds of 
angry young opposition backers set 
fires to protest delays in reaching a 
power- sharing deal. 

But after a series of demands 
by the opposition, and replies by 
the government, it appeared late 
Tuesday that the talks might soon 
resume. 

President Mwai Kibaki and 
opposition leader Raila Odinga 
both claim to have won elections 
in December and are trying to form 
a joint government to resolve the 
crisis.

In the Kibera slum Tuesday, 
young supporters of the opposi- 
tion put up burning barricades 
and threatened more violence if a 
government that includes Odinga 
is not formed quickly. 

“No Raila, no peace!” they 
chanted. 

Odinga told The Associ- 
ated Press he was not aware of 
the protests in Kibera, which he 
represents in Parliament. “They 
should hold their horses,” Odin- 
ga said. “Talks have not collapsed 
but have just been adjourned.”

Al-Sadr seeks an end

BAGHDAD | Shiite cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr raised the stakes Tuesday 
in his showdown with the Iraqi gov- 
ernment, threatening to end for- 
mally a seven-month cease-fire 
unless authorities stop attacks 
on his followers in Baghdad. 

A formal end of the cease-fire 
could trigger renewed fighting 
throughout southern Iraq, nine 
days after a deal brokered in Iran 
calmed the region.

Iran Announces 
Nuclear Progress 

TEHRAN, IRAN | President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad announced major 
progress in Iran’s push for nuclear 
power, saying Tuesday that scientists 
were putting 6,000 new uranium 
enriching centrifuges into place, 
about twice the current number, 
and testing a new type that works 
five times faster. 

That would represent a major 
expansion of uranium enrichment 
— a process that can produce either 
fuel for a nuclear reactor or materi- 
al for a warhead. Secretary of State

Egypt Rushing 
To End Food Riots 


Nazif promises better 
health care, wages for 
angry textile workers 

MAHALLA EL-KOBRA, EGYPT | Egypt 
rushed Tuesday to grant bonuses to 
workers after two days of deadly riots 
over high food prices and low wages 
wracked this northern industrial city, 
fueling government fears that eco- 
nomic angst might boil over across 
the country. 

Rising prices have struck hard in 
Egypt, a U.S. ally where 40 percent 
of the people live in or near poverty. 
This Nile Delta factory city has seen 
a wave of strikes for more than a year, 
and the anger exploded into rioting 
Sunday and Monday. 

Protesters tore down a billboard 
of President Hosni Mubarak and 
fought with police in clashes that 
left one person dead in the worst 
unrest since Egypt’s 1977 riots 
over increased bread prices. Prime 
Minister Ahmed Nazif hurried to 
Mahalla al-Kobra on Tuesday with 
several top economic ministers to 
meet with workers at the 50 -year- 
old, state-owned Misr Spinning 
and Weaving factory complex that

employs 25,000 people. 

“We know Mahalla is suffer- 
ing, and you have passed through 
many crises,” Nazif told them. “But 
it is through crises that men prove 
their mettle.” He announced they 
would receive a bonus of 30 days’ 
pay and promised to address their 
demands for better health care and 
higher wages. 

The chief of U.N. humanitar- 
ian operations, John Holmes, said 
Tuesday that poor people around 
the world are facing worsening 
hardship because food prices have 
risen an average of 40 percent over 
the last year, (ap)

Pope to Address 
Clergy Sex Abuse 


No. 2 Vatican official 
says Benedict XVI will 
send message of trust 

VATICAN CITY | Pope Benedict XVI 
recognizes the damage and pain 
caused by the clergy sex abuse crisis 
and will seek to heal wounds during 
his U.S. trip next week, the Vatican’s 
No. 2 official said Tuesday. 

Cardinal Tarcisio Bertone, in 
an interview with The Associated 
Press, said Benedict will deliver a 
message of “trust and hope” when 
he meets American clergy at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral in New York. 

Benedict “will try to open the 
path of healing and reconciliation,” 
said Bertone, the Vatican’s secre- 
tary of state. 

The abuse crisis has caused “so 
much suffering for the victims, for 
the families of the victims and above 
all to the church because it was a 
contradiction with the great educa- 
tional mission of the church,” Ber- 


tone lamented during the 30 -min- 
ute interview in the frescoed Treaty 
Hall of the Apostolic Palace. 

Turning to security during the 
visit, the cardinal said he is aware 
of anti-papal rhetoric from Islamic 
extremists. 

But he noted that Benedict vis- 
ited the predominantly Muslim 
nation of Turkey in 2006, just two 
months after he touched off a fury 
in the Islamic world by linking that 
faith to violence in a speech in his 
native Germany. 

Al-Qaeda leader Osama bin 
Laden recently accused the pope 
of helping in a “new Crusade,” but 
Bertone said, “I must say the Holy 
Father is very tranquil and serene. 
... We have faith in the means of 
protection the government will 
implement.” 

“He entrusts himself to God and 
also to his guardian angels, who 
won’t be lacking on this trip to the 
United States,” Bertone said with 
a smile, victor l. simpson (ap)

Global warming bill 
and others fail to pass 
during this session 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Drivers won’t 
have to hang up cellphones, noos- 
es won’t be added to hate crimes 
laws and malt liquor drinks can 
be sold alongside beer for at least 
another year. 

As legislators packed up their 
offices Tuesday to leave Annapo- 
lis, they took stock of the bills that 
failed this session and speculated 
what their chances might be next 
year. 

Tops on the casualty list was 
an aggressive measure to tackle 
global warming by cutting carbon 
dioxide emissions. Environmen- 
tal activists and a yearlong study

upgrades. 

Supporters of that global warm- 
ing bill voiced an approach com- 
mon to supporters of the hundreds 
of bills that die every term — there’s 
always next year. 

“It’s incumbent upon us to do a 
better job getting that word out” 
on the importance of passing the 
global warming bill, said Environ- 
ment Secretary Shari Wilson, who 
unsuccessfully lobbied lawmakers 
Monday night to work out a com- 
promise with unions and industry 
groups that opposed the bill. 

The global warming loss was 
the most dramatic of the legis- 
lature’s final day; even as late as 
lunchtime, top lawmakers were 
confident they’d get it done.

Officials Predict 
Gas Will Near $4 


Energy Department 
says rising fuel priees 
should reduee demand 

NEW YORK I Retail gasoline prices 
pulled back slightly from record lev- 
els Tuesday and gave some consum- 
ers a small break, but a new govern- 
ment forecast said gas could reach 
as high as $4 per gallon during the 
summer driving season. 

In its monthly report on petro- 
leum supplies and demand, the Ener- 
gy Department’s Energy Informa- 
tion Administration forecast that 
monthly average pump prices will 
peak near $3.60 per gallon in June 
but could rise as high as $4 per gallon 
at times. That’s a dime higher than 
the EIA’s previous monthly average 
projection, and brings government 
forecasts closer to those of many 
analysts who expect gas prices to 
peak close to $4 per gallon. 


The government also predicted 
high prices will cut demand for gas- 
oline at the height of the summer. 
Gas consumption will fall by about 
0.4 percent dur- 

4 ^ ing the peak sum- 

mer months, and 
overall consump- 
tion of petroleum 
products will drop 
by 90,000 barrels 
per day this year, 
the EIA said. 

High prices are 

already affecting 

demand, which has fallen since 
January. 

On Tuesday, regular unlead- 
ed gas prices slipped slightly to a 
national average of $3,331 per gal- 
lon from Monday’s record of $3,339, 
according to AAA and the Oil Price 
Information Service. Prices are 
55 cents higher than a year ago.

To the Redwood Forest 


lOO-year-old Muir 
Woods draws crowds 
from around the globe 

DESTINATIONS I The jammed park- 
ing lot outside Muir Woods is proof 
this stand of old-growth coast red- 
woods is a popular spot. 

And it’s easy to see why as you 
walk away from the clamor into an 
oasis where slanting beams of sun- 
light caress rugged red trunks that 
have stood for hundreds of years. 

It almost didn’t happen. There 
was a time when these trees came 
close to feeling the bite of loggers’ 


saws. But stout efforts by early pres- 
ervationists turned the area into a 
national monument in 1908. Park 
officials are marking the centen- 
nial with a year of events includ- 
ing a daylong celebration April 21, 
the birthday of Sierra Club founder 
John Muir. 

“It’s a great place because we’re 
able to tell the story of the redwoods 
and how they were almost cut com- 
pletely down,” says Timothy Jordan, 
interpretative ranger and volunteer 
coordinator at the park. “It’s a chance 
to get that message out to people 
from all around the world.” 

All around the world is right. 


Muir Woods, just a dozen miles 
north of San Francisco, gets a 
million visitors a year, and you 
may hear the sounds of Mandarin, 
French, Spanish or a score of other 
languages in the park at any time. 
Mostly they seem to be saying the 
same thing: These trees are big. 

The park includes redwoods over 
260 feet high; some are more than 
1,200 years old. Of special inter- 
est is Cathedral Grove, where del- 
egates who drafted the charter of 
the United Nations held a com- 
memorative ceremony on May 19, 
1945, in tribute to President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, who died in April

of that year. 

Businessman William Kent 
bought the land in hopes of pre- 
serving it. But after the 1906 earth- 
quake, demand for new develop- 
ment soared. 

Kent, who later became a con- 
gressman, donated the land to the 
government, and Roosevelt turned 
the woods into a national monu- 
ment. 

In a letter to Kent, Muir wrote: 
“Saving these woods from the axe 
& saw, from money-changers and 
water- changers & giving them to 
our country & the world is in many 
ways the most notable service to 
God & man I’ve heard of since 
my forest wanderings began.”

Six-Word Life Stories 


Online magazine 
rides the wave of the 
Intimacy Revolution 

BIOGRAPHIES I In January 2006, 
SMITH Magazine burst into cyber- 
space with a mission to celebrate 
storytelling in all its forms. 

“Everyone has a story,” founder 
Larry Smith says. “You just have to 
ask. We’re not the only ones asking, 
but we’re asking.” 

That fall, SMITH invited spar- 
ing scribes to write stories for its 
six- word memoir project. 

More than 15,000 people 
responded, providing gems that 
were poetic “I’m enjoying even this 
downward dance”(Colum McCann) ; 
pathetic, “Girlfriend is pregnant, my 
husband said.” (Shonna MacDon- 
ald); prophetic, “The [expletive] 
invariably hits the fan.” (Ashleea 
Nielson); and playful, “Barrister, 
barista: What’s the diff. Mom?” 
(Abigail Moorhouse). 

In February 2008, Harper 
Perennial released a slick paper- 
back featuring the editors’ favorites. 
The book, co- edited by Smith and 
Rachel Fershleiser, is called “Not 
Quite What I Was Planning,” and 
it rocketed to the New York Times 
Best Sellers list. The memoirs have 
even been used as eulogies. 

“It has a life of its own,” Smith

says. 

According to Smith, the project 
presents the “chicken’s eye” view of 
the world. 

“There’s the bird and the chick- 
en. The bird is looking down in a 
kind of macro way, like the Iraq war 
through the perspective of the pres- 
ident or a general. A chicken- eye 
view is a chicken lying on his back 
and giving his perspective. It’s the 
point of view of a soldier on the 
ground,” he says. 

“The intimacy and the way peo- 
ple really put themselves out there 
surprised me a little bit,” Smith says. 
He points to six-word submissions 
like “Never should have bought that 
ring,”(Paul Bellows) and “Torren- 
tial tryst. Terrible twins. Tied tubes” 
(M. Brenner). 

But, then again, it’s all part of the 
Zeitgeist. “It’s what PostSecret blog 
founder Frank Warren called the 
‘intimacy revolution,”’ Smith says. 

In fact. Smith thinks all the 
Internet-bred honesty has made 
these first years of the millenni- 
um the most fertile time for sto- 
rytelling yet. 

“We’re in this amazing time 
where the tools have never made 
it more accessible. The sheer num- 
ber of people telling stories has a 
kind of echo chamber effect where 
people think. If he can tell a story, 
why can’t I?”’ jessica gould

of “Top Chef Chicago” behind us, it’s 
time to start musing about who’s 
next on the pack-your-knives- 
and-go list.

DVD I When “Walk Hard: The Dewey 
Cox Story” rock ’n’ rolled into the- 
aters last Christmas, it faced tough 
competition from an array of high- 
profile films jockeying for Oscar 
attention. Not surprisingly, the 
musical-biopic parody got lost in 
the shuffle, making a paltry 
$18.3 million at the box office and 
slinking away before most moviego- 
ers even knew it had arrived 
But “Walk Hard” could find new 


life, and maybe even become a cult 
favorite, now that it’s available on 
DVD in both a standard version 
($28.95) and a two-disc collector’s 
edition ($29.96). Featuring a hilar- 
ious lead performance from John 
C. Reilly as the guilt-ridden, drug- 
taking Dewey, and a musical score 
that is simultaneously riduculous 
and sublime, “Walk Hard” wrings 
every last drop of humor out of all 
the cliches in the “Walk the Line”/ 
“Ray” genre. 

So, which way to go: regular 
version or collector’s? It depends 
on one’s devotion to “Dewey.” The 
main selling point of the two -disc 
model is the extended version of the 
movie. Dubbed “The Unbearably 
Long, Self-Indulgent Director’s 
Cut,” this take on “Walk Hard” 
runs two hours, compared to the 
original’s 96 minutes, and unearths 
extensive footage devoted to Dew- 
ey’s glory as a ’70s variety show star.

Ihe System 


Irvin Mayfield works 
to revitalize New 
Orleans’ libraries 

HERITAGE | Trumpeter Irvin May- 
field’s brand-new release, “Love 
Songs, Ballads and Standards,” 
finds him convening with pianist 
Ellis Marsalis. Recorded in 2005, 
the new CD nearly didn’t see the 
light of day. Hurricane Katrina 
left the tapes damaged beyond 
repair; the album was mastered 
from Mayfield’s iPod downloads 
of the tracks. 

Mayfield is focused on recover- 
ing much more than studio takes 
these days. Right now, when his 
trumpet isn’t pressed to his lips, 
Mayfield is pressing the issue of 
libraries. Last month, as board 
chairman for the New Orleans 
Public Library, he unveiled a 

25 -year plan to restore a system 
in need of repair. Although all 13 
branches are again in operation, 
some are in trailers or makeshift 


venues. 

“We don’t just want to have a 
library system,” Mayfield says. 
“We want it to be us. We want it to 
be our style, our identity. And the 
same core values of jazz, the same 
things that inform my playing, are 
behind this initiative.” 

Mayfield envisions a library 
system that highlights the “sights, 
sounds and tastes” of New Orleans 
by developing holdings and pro- 
grams focused on the city’s dis- 
tinctive architecture, music and 
cuisine. 

Mayfield, whose father drowned 
in Katrina’s aftermath, says he finds 
his solace and his emotional release 
in his music. And he thinks that, 
in both metaphor and practical 
action, music can seed a broader 
recovery. “Around the country, art 
is considered secondary,” he says. 
“People don’t really see how that’s 
the biggest centerpiece we have to 
rebuilding. Culture defines this

Private restaurants 
hope Raul Castro will 
lift food restrictions 

Diners trek up a curving staircase of 
white cracked marble, past a decapi- 
tated statue of a robed woman, and 
along a broad landing crisscrossed 
with lines of drying laundry to reach 
the weathered wooden door open- 
ing into one of the most memora- 
ble dining experiences in commu- 
nist Cuba. 

Inside is La Guarida, Havana’s 
best known paladar, or private res- 
taurant, and its exquisite Nuevo 
Latino offerings available nowhere 
else in the city. There’s a tuna steak 
grilled with sugar cane, a grouper 
fillet cooked with orange sauce, rab- 
bit lasagna, pork medallions with 
a mango glaze, and spinach crepes 
stuffed with chicken and drowned 
in a creamy mushroom sauce. 

Three rooms on the third floor of 
a weathered mansion in rundown 
Centro Habana, the apartment was 
the setting for “Fresa y Chocolate” 
(“Strawberry and Chocolate”), a 


1994 Cuban film about a friend- 
ship that blossoms between two 
men — one gay and one straight 
— despite their different lifestyles 
and politics. In the movie, the older 
gay man Diego refers to his apart- 
ment as “la guarida,” or “the den.” 

“I especially like La Guarida,” 
says Beverly Cox, an American cook- 
book author who traveled to Havana 
twice in recent years to visit the pal- 
adars and other Havana eateries 
for her luscious cookbook, “Eating 
Cuban.” “When you ring that bell, 
you step into another world.” 

Hundreds of the private home 
restaurants opened up after they 
were legalized by Fidel Castro’s 
government in the mid-1990s amid

severe economic crisis. Significantly 
fewer have survived the strict rules 
they operate under now, including 
high taxes and a prohibition on beef 
and premium seafood such as lob- 
ster and shrimp, which are reserved 
for export and state-run restaurants 
catering to foreigners. 


But with new President Raul 
Castro lifting consumer and eco- 
nomic restrictions in recent weeks, 
rumors are rampant that he will 
soon allow more Cubans to become 
self-employed and operate private 
businesses. 

“The tourist industry needs bet- 


ter services. The paladars are almost 
gone. The government shut them 
down,” said Carmelo Mesa-Lago, 
Cuba economics expert and pro- 
fessor emeritus at the University 
of Pittsburgh. “What Cuban econ- 
omists and I are expecting is that 
there will be some return to the 


situation before 2003,” when Fidel 
clamped down on self-employ- 
ment. 

La Guarida’s owner, 39 -year- old 
Enrique Nunez del Valle, estimates 
there are about 80 paladars of vary- 
ing quality and type still operating 
in Havana, anita snow (ap

‘Whisky is cool again’ 
in Scotland, thanks 
to India and China 

The noise is deafening at Diageo 
PLC’s Abercrombie coppersmiths 
in Alloa, Scotland, as skilled work- 
ers hammer away, molding 14 large 
bell- shaped stills destined for the 
country’s first new whisky distillery 
in more than three decades. 

A few miles down the road at 
Carsebridge, coopers are teaching 
the backbreaking traditional art of 
making oak casks to the first batch 
of apprentices in years as the com- 
pany ramps up production to meet 
increasing demand from emerging 
markets such as China and India. 

Clever marketing by Scotch 
distillers has encouraged a grow- 
ing middle class in both those 
countries to use the prestige and 
heritage of the drink to reflect their 
newly affluent status. There is also 
a renewed appetite for the higher-

quality single-malt whisky. 

Overseas sales of Scotch whisky 
rose 4 percent to an all-time high of 
$5 billion 2006 — equal to a whop- 
ping 25 percent of Britain’s entire 
food and drink exports. 

Industry experts say that strong 
growth continued through 2007 and 
into 2008, reversing a downturn in 
the drink’s popularity at the end 
of the last century when its repu- 
tation as a tipple for the older gent 
saw it lose ground to white spirits 
like vodka and gin. 

“Suddenly, whisky is cool again,” 
said Charles Allen, global brand 
director for Scotch whisky at Dia- 
geo, the maker of the world’s two 
top brands by sales, Johnnie Walk- 
er and J&B. 

While there is continued growth 
in traditional markets such as the U.S. 
and Europe, emerging markets such 
as China and India are generating the 
most buzz, said David Williamson, 
the spokesman for the association. 

“It is certainly advantageous that 
in two of the world’s largest and fast- 
est-growing economies, whisky con- 
sumption is either a well-established 
tradition — India — or a marker of 


sophistication — China,” said Jason 
Holway, an independent analyst at 
Zenith International. 

“An aspiration to ‘trading up’ and 
drinking scotch whisky in each cul- 
ture should bode well for the future 
of the industry,” he added. 

Scotch Whisky sales in China 
have jumped from just $2 million in 
2001 to $1.1 billion in 2006, aided 
by the East Asian country’s decision 
to cut its spirits tariff to just 10 per- 
cent after it joined the World Trade 
Organization in late 2001. 

Exports to India, where tariffs 
remain relatively high at 150 per- 
cent, were valued at $48 million 
in 2006. 

To classify for the prestigious 
label of Scotch, whisky must be 
made at a distillery in Scotland 
and matured in an oak cask for 
at least three years. That means 
an expensive, long startup pro- 
cess for new entrants like the tiny 
Kilchoman Distillery on Islay, an 
island off the coast of the Scottish 
mainland. 

Managing director Anthony 
Wills says the distillery’s single 
malt, due for first release in June 
2009, will be launched as a niche 
product aimed at the mature U.S., 
Japanese and European markets. 

“The idea is to release small 
amounts on the market to create a 
limited- edition product,” he said.

worked for Converse and Calvin 
Klein, is said to be an avid fan of 
bands such as Led Zeppelin and 
the New York Dolls. 

He promised emerging artists 
will be welcomed there and said 
he will host a fundraiser for young 
musicians next month. 

Robert Hollander, an East Vil- 
lage resident and activist, said the 
transformation of CBGB into an 
upscale boutique is a symptom of 
pervasive commercialism in what 
was once a gritty, browbeaten neigh- 
borhood. 

“It’s kind of ironic because they’ve 
made this gesture to preserve a little 
bit of history, but the reason CBGBs 
is gone is because places like this 
have opened up in the neighbor- 
hood,” Hollander told amNew 
York in Monday editions.

MARCI HAMILTON , law professor at 
Princeton University and author of 
“God vs. the Gavel: Religion and the 
Rule of Law,” was online Tuesday 
to discuss allegations of abuseand 
forced marriage of young teenagers 
ata Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints compound 
in Eldorado, Texas. 

Is polygamy legal in some parts of 
the U.S.? 

No. Polygamy is illegal under fed- 
eral and state laws. Various groups 
have challenged its constitution- 
ality, but the courts have consis- 


tently upheld the laws dozens, even 
hundreds, of times. 

What types of people join these 
organizations and agree to live 
like this? 

Most are born into the organi- 
zation, so they do not make a 
conscious “choice” to join. A few 
escape, like the members of Tap- 
estry, an organization of former- 
ly polygamous wives in Utah, but 
most never do. They are not per- 
mitted to watch television or be 
exposed to the outside influences 
that might persuade them there 
is a better life than the one they 
are living. The FLDS’ “success” 
depends in no small part on its 
insularity. 


What is going to become of the 
kids? Will they all be placed in fos- 
ter care? Or can the state keep 
the mothers who sincerely seem 
to want out of that horrible place 
together with their children? 

The future depends on what the 
authorities are learning from their 
interviews with the various mem- 
bers, including the women and chil- 
dren who are being held outside the 
compound, and the men still in the 
compound. One real possibility is 
that the members will not be forth- 
coming and will obstruct justice.

Everyone that runs the 
restaurant — from the waiters to 
the sous chef — is a student. 

The entire staff at Culinaire 
Restaurant is made up of trainees 
who are earning Bachelors and 
Associates degrees in areas like 
Culinary Arts, and Baking and 
Pastry, through the International 
Culinary School at the Art Institute 
ofWashington. Some have had years 
of practice working in restaurants; 
others are first-timers to the fine 
dining and service scenes. For all of 
them, the restaurant management 
experience counts for a semester’s 
worth of credit in a cooking class. 

On April 5, the Culinary School, 
located on the 12th floor of the Ames 
building on North Fort Myer Drive, 
opened its in-house restaurant to 
the public. But students had already 
logged months of practice grinding 
their own burgers, tossing their own 
salads and baking their own bread.

then serving up fancy feasts to fel- 
low students, staff, faculty, family 
and friends. 

Still, the official opening of 
Culinaire Restaurant to the pub- 
lic marked an important turning 
point for the school. Besides bring- 
ing a new eatery to Rosslyn, the res- 
taurant serves “as an opportunity 
for people to see what this whole 
Art Institute thing is about,” says 
Tiffany Young, a spokeswoman 
for the Art Institute. People might 
notice the Art Institute’s presence 
in the area, but many don’t know 
that the school offers degrees in food 
and beverage management. 

With approximately 400 stu- 
dents, the International Culinary 
School is the second-largest 
program at the Art Institute of 
Washington, which also offers

grams in graphic design, fashion 
and retail management, and com- 
mercial photography. Its student 
body includes both young adults 
straight out of local high schools 
and people returning to school after 
a few years in the work force. 

No matter their age, though, 
students who work and study 
in the Art Institute’s Culinaire 
Restaurant do so to gain hands-on 
experience of running a restaurant 
— think “Kitchen Confidential” sans 
Anthony Bourdain’s swearing. 

Lots of the work that goes on 
behind the kitchen doors or on the 
floor of the restaurant falls under 
the old “practice makes perfect” 
heading. “Working in the restau- 
rant, you have the opportunity to 
stand beside one of the servers — 
the students — and listen to them 
as they’re taking down [orders],” 
says Chad Phillips, 26, a Culinary 
School student who served as dining 
room service manager during the 
winter term. “You have the oppor- 
tunity to correct them. Most of the 
people coming in [to the restaurant 
have been] faculty and staff, as well 
as students.” 

With the restaurant now open to 


the public, “the tableside correcting 
probably won’t happen as much,” 
Phillips says. But customers from 
outside the Art Institute community 
will “still know that it is a learning 
environment,” he says. 

Working in the restaurant was 
eye-opening for Carlo Dan, 38, who 
took the course during the fall 2007 
term, and served as a teaching assis- 
tant and sous-chef (managing stu- 
dents in the kitchen) during the sub- 
sequent winter term. 

With 13 years of experience work- 
ing in managerial positions in restau- 
rants, including at some The Melting 
Pot locations around Washington, 
Dan says he learned a great deal 
about the other side of restaurant 
work — the behind-the-scenes of 
food and drink preparation. 

“It’s pretty hectic,” Dan says of 
the vibe in the kitchen. “I thought 
the front was hectic, but the back 
is, definitely. It shakes, it rocks. 
Everyone’s got to work together, 
and it’s much more team- orient- 
ed than the front.” 

How to run a restaurant is a sig-

of higher education. But some of 
the essential elements of a typical 
school remain for culinary students 
at the Art Institute. 

The students must take a few 
written tests each term on topics 
like proper dining room service and 
etiquette. And not unlike a foreign 
language class, there’s an empha- 
sis on terminology. Students can be 
quizzed on everything from “What 
is a demi-glace?” (a glaze or sauce) 
to “What is a potager?” (a type of 
year-round kitchen garden). 

As students are trained to pre- 
pare food, hands-on demos are 
key. Edwin Scholly, a Master Chef 
who instructs the class, believes that 
teaching by example works best for 
aspiring chefs and would-be res- 
tauranteurs. 

“A lot of people don’t realize 
that culinary students are very 
visual learners,” Scholly says. “We 
can read about smoking a turkey 
breast and then try to do it, but 
there’s 101 ways of doing it.” 

Scholly himself learned his 
trade by apprenticing with France’s 
renowned chef Paul Bocuse. 
Scholly ’s Master Chef title puts 
him at the top of his profession 
(the designation is equivalent to 
a Ph.D., and is held by fewer than 
100 chefs in the U.S.). So, he’s a rare 
figure at a culinary school. 
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It’s my

He’s also rarely seen in the restau- 
rant’s dining room, though he’s always 
in the kitchen, observing and teach- 
ing. Scholly says he doesn’t make any 
of the food that’s served, but he does 
keep a close eye on things. 

“I’ll send my students out to go 
interact with the customers,” he 
says. “I’m there to lead them; I’m 
there to mentor them. It’s their food, 
it’s their work.” 

The money that funds the restau- 
rant comes from the school’s budget 
for classes, and from the restaurant’s 
own earnings. The school isn’t con- 
cerned with making a profit from

the restaurant. Young says. 

Phillips, 26, who will earn his 
Associates degree in Culinary 
Arts in June, says his involvement 
with the restaurant and culinary 
school has helped advance his career 
already. He runs his own catering 
company with a friend. 

“I want to cater because when 
[I’m] catering, it’s my food, my reci- 
pes, and I actually get to spend time 
with my guests and my clients. It’s 
a lot more personal,” says Phillips, 
who is originally from Oneonta, 
Ala. “That’s been a long-term goal 
for probably six or seven years, 
but I had never had the means of 
directing all of my attention toward 
achieving it.” 

Dan, who will also graduate 
from the school this summer with a 
Culinary Arts Associates degree, has 
a different dream: opening a pasta 
joint in Frederick, Md., in the next 
two years. For now, his family is reap- 
ing the rewards of his studies. 

“I have three kids who are eating 
pretty well,” he says, katie aberbach

Non-Starving Artist 


Cocoa and art are 
winning combo for 
lobbyist-turned- 
artist/entrepreneur 

Eric Nelson wasn’t aiming to be 
perhaps Washington’s top choco- 
late entrepreneur. He just wanted 
a place to sell his art. 

The owner of several sweet 
businesses in Alexandria and the 
District spent 15 years with the 
Telecommunications Industry 
Association, lobbying Congress 


and moving up to become vice 
president for international affairs. 
Overseeing a staff of half a dozen, 
he traveled to Beijing, Prague 
Brussels, Moscow and Sao 
Paolo to help American 
companies. Eventually, 
the constant travel, 
and resulting back 
problems and stunt- 
ed social life, wore 
him down. 

What brought him up 
was working in glass. Three blocks 
from the office was a design studio 
called Mosaic Makers. “It reminded 



me of classical Greek and Roman 
art,” Nelson says. Imagining ancient 
friezes, he crafted 3-D, 2-foot- 
square wall hangings. 

“It was time-consuming 
and messy,” Nelson says 
with a grin. After the 
studio closed, he tried 
working at home — but 
papier-mache, clay and 
grout were tough to han- 
dle, and “there were shards 
of glass all over the house.” At 
$2,000 to $4,000 each, too, sales 
were few. Galleries were difficult 
to deal with even before they kept 
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half the proceeds. What was a new- 
found artist to do? 

Change materials and venues, 
to start. He found a much lighter 
painting surface in Mylar, the stuff 
of fancy balloons. “One objective of 
starting as an artist later in life is 
wanting to do something unique,” 
explains Nelson, now 51. “The light 
goes through the translucent paint 
and bounces out, so it’s bright and 
bold and colorful.” 

After a year or so of consulting. 
Nelson left office work altogether. 
To save time, profit and aggrava- 
tion, he sought his own venue to 
sell art. “But you have to get people 
to come,” he notes. And what bet- 
ter way to do that than with choco- 
late? In July 2006, Nelson opened 
Artfully Chocolate in Alexandria’s 
Del Ray neighborhood. The high- 
end candy shop was an instant hit.

and he sold about 50 pieces of art 
in its first year. 

Last October, came Artfully 
Paper nearby, selling stationery, 
greeting cards and art. Meanwhile, 
Nelson had been talking with Rob 
Kingsbury of Old Town’s Kingsbury 
Chocolates. Both wanted to expand 
their businesses. They teamed up 
to open a new store. Artfully 
Chocolate, Featuring Kingsbury 
Confections — popularly known 
as ACKC Cocoa Bar — four months 
ago near Logan Circle. 

Modeled after coffeehouse-type 
cocoa bars in New York and else- 
where, the place offers hot choc- 
olate drinks with such flavorings 
as lavender, pistachio and chipotle 
peppers, plus Kingsbury’s candies 
and Nelson’s art (he even created 
the tabletops). It’s received good

novel they’re reading, learn a bit 
of grammar and talk about recent 
headline stories in France. Sure, 
his merci and honjour are sound- 
ing more authentic, but Baker also 
anticipates his mid-week tete-a-tete 
because of the camaraderie that’s 
developed. And many of his fellow 
Francophiles share the sentiment. 
“Half the class is repeat students,” 
he says. 

Many continuing education 
classes inspire repeat customers 
because they foster friendships. 
According to a recent focus group 
survey conducted at FCPS ACE, 
students may initially take a course 
because they’re drawn to the topic, 
but they return to subsequent ses- 
sions because of the community that 
develops in the class. Students par- 
ticipating in the survey cited the so- 
cial connection as an important part 
of the classroom experience. 

“A little family develops in 
these classes,” Hodson says. “You 
can almost hear the bonds being 
made.” 

Hodson’s students may start by 
discussing topics important to 
France — say, the Paris stock 


market — and share opinions, but 
one comment leads to another, and 
before they know it, they’re shar- 
ing personal details and getting 
to know each other. “I know about 
their kids, their dogs, what goes on 
in their lives,” Hodson says. 

This concept of community in 
the classroom appears to increase 
students’ overall satisfaction with 
their educational experience, 
says Dr. Joan Johnson Hoskins, 
an education professor at Regent 
University in northern Virginia. 
In fact, many of the professors of 
graduate-level programs at the uni- 
versity intentionally strive to build 
community in their classrooms by 
encouraging student interaction. 

“The experiences, ideas and per- 
spectives of the other ... members 
enhance the students’ learning,” 
Hoskins explains in an e-mail. 
When students feel comfortable 
in class and form relationships, 
“their individual and collective 
knowledge and experiences are 
combined to contribute to the 
learning process.” 

In the Arlington Education and 
Employment Program (KEEP), an

adult ESL program within the 
Office of Career, Technical and 
Adult Education of Arlington 
Public Schools that has served 
2,026 ESL student in the last eight 
months, teachers witness this inten- 
sified learning as students desperate 
for connection meet others who face 
the same challenges they do. 

Maggie Cleland, who taught ESL 
Through Theater last semester, mar- 
veled at how students from all walks 
oflife bonded as they learned to com- 
municate in their host country. “One 
of the biggest problems ESL students 
face is isolation,” Cleland observes, 
“whether visitor or immigrant. This 
was the one place they could find 
people in their unique situation.” 

Because of this camaraderie, the 
students were able to perfect a song 
that was part of the play they were 
performing — without Cleland even 
realizing it. When she threatened to 
cut it because oflimited rehearsal time, 
the students proved they were capable 
— by performingitforher onthe spot. 
“For some of them, that was a really 
proud moment,” Cleland says. “They 
really fought to keep a number.” 

Moments like these are what lead 
students to go to extreme lengths 
to attend class. Zsuzsa Bordas, a 
Hungarian student in Cleland’s the- 
ater sessions, was thrilled to meet

people who understood the challeng- 
es unique to non-native speakers. 
When she realized her visa wouldn’t 
allow her to remain in the country 
long enough to complete the class, 
she applied for an extension and was 
allowed to stick around until she got 
an answer. 

Still in limbo at the end of the 
class, Bordas was grateful for the 
opportunity connect with fellow 
immigrants, one of whom provided 
a list of resources for her to explore 
sponsorship. 

These social connections can help 
students professionally as well as per- 
sonally. In Jerry Livaudais’ diverse 
Human Resources Management 
Program at FCPS ACE, CEOs 
from Pakistan and housewives 
from Puerto Rico form friendshps 
with students already in the field 
and learn more about the occupa- 
tions they’re studying. 

One year, a student who was 
an HR officer for Marriott offered 


to take his fellow classmates on 
a field trip to see how a live HR 
office operates. 

Newbies to the profession 
have even been known to get 
jobs through the class. “We have 
students who come in from recruit- 
ing agencies... [and] advertise jobs,” 
Livaudais says. One student, an 
HR officer for a federal contractor, 
advertised a position to the class 
and hired another student who was 
a newbie to HR. “According to the 
supervisor,” Livaudais says, “she was 
exceptional at everything. She was 
completely prepared for the job.” 

But many overworked profes- 
sionals look forward to kicking 
back and forgetting about work for 
a few hours. At the Smithsonian 
Resident Associates Program, stu- 
dents see Alfredo Ratinoff s mosaic 
class as a place to decompress and 
have fun. “This is our safe place. We 
talk and we share a lot of things. We 
share experiences about life,” says 
Ratinoff, 42. And he does his best to 
create the right atmosphere, includ- 
ing offering different types of tea for 
students to sip as they sort their piec- 
es and playing energetic Brazilian 
jazz when it’s time to “prepare” 
materials for a project — that is, 
smash them to bits. “People come 
in from a stressful day, drink tea, 
enjoy good music and talk with their 
classmates,” Ratinoff says. “I think 
it’s great therapy.” sarakruger

The women call themselves divas 
and own matching baby-pink busi- 
ness card holders. They’ve literally 
hosted breakfast at Tiffany’s. Once 
a month, they ride a bus up to New 
York City for a day of retail therapy. 
As the members of Success in the 
City like to say, if men can network 
over golf, women can do business 
while shopping. Or attending high 
tea. Or relaxing at a spa. 

Success in the City, a local orga- 
nization for female executives, is 
bringing a whimsical approach to 
Washington’s networking scene. In 
a town of power suits and happy-

hour schmoozing, these business- 
women are looking for a personal 
connection beyond the 30 -second 
pitch. And as membership — now 
at 145 — grows, founder Cynthia de 
Lorenzi is working to expand this 
networking niche into a business by 
promoting books, seminars and an 
Internet TV network. 

“We want to have the good ol’ 
girls club,” said Jennifer Sterling, 
president of Reston-based mar- 
keting firm Hinge. “The good ol’ 
boys have had theirs for so long. 
It’s our turn.” 

Sterling went on a Success in the 
City spa day at Lansdowne Resort 
with a dozen women and left reju- 
venated with a new client and a 
$10,000 contract. 

“We were there in our robes, 
wearing these lobster mittens, sip- 
ping wine,” she said. “I walked out 
of there thinking, ‘This is the kind 
of networking I can do.’” 

Tracy Allen, a vice president at 
engineering firm ECS who made 
that deal with Sterling, said a

relaxed, social atmosphere makes 
all the difference. 

“I would say more business gets 
done when you’re in a personal set- 
ting like that versus a table of 10 
eating lunch in a formal setting,” 
Allen said. “You can walk across 
the room, you can share stories, you 
can let your guard down.” 

Membership, which costs $350 
per year, is expanding through word 
of mouth. Men are not excluded, 
and three have joined. “Men are 
welcome, but they have to under- 
stand you have to embrace your 
pink,” de Lorenzi said. 

The group has even attracted 
the attention of a Hollywood pro- 
ducer who wants to pitch a real- 
ity television show featuring their 
escapades. (They declined.) 

At a recent carnival celebration 
at the Chima Brazilian Steakhouse 
in Tysons Corner, men and women 
threw on beaded necklaces, downed 
$1 drinks and took pictures with 


the colorfully costumed women. 

“It’s kind of silly, the name is a 
little silly, the events have humor,” 
said Kristina Bouweiri, president 
of Reston Limousine. “It’s a great 
place to go and de- stress.” 

The group is meant for well- 
established businesses only, said 
Laura Lee, a D.C. handbag design- 
er who sits on the organization’s 
executive committee. 

“I don’t really have time go help 
people get their business off the 
ground,” Lee said. “It’s not what I 
want to do. I don’t want to be rude, 
but I don’t have time for it.” 

Success in the City started in 
April 2004, just as women across 
the country toasted their cosmo- 
politans to HBO’s final season of 
“Sex in the City.” 

De Lorenzi had moved to 
Northern Virginia two years ear- 
lier to become chief executive of 
her younger brother’s company 
PatriotNet, an Internet service pro- 
vider, after he had died. Relocating 
her family from Dallas, where she 
had lived for 20 years, was tough. 


and de Lorenzi was lonely without 
her Texas clique of female business 
executives. 

So, in honor of the popular 
show’s going off the air, de Lorenzi 
hosted a networking event where 
attendees were required to wear 
high heels and red lipstick. 

“I figured if I could find five 
women CEOs and be friends with 
three of them, I would be set,” de 
Lorenzi said. 

The one-time event launched a 
series of lunches and gatherings. In 
2006, de Lorenzi sold PatriotNet, 
and last September she made 
expanding Success in the City her 
full-time — albeit unpaid — job. 
She’s created schemes for Internet 
TV shows for women and a profes- 
sional development program called 
Diva U. She’s asking members to 
contribute to a book she’s compil- 
ing on tips and anecdotes of how 
women succeed in business. De 
Lorenzi has also set up a charity 
foundation, podcasts and an online 
job board. 

And she is creating sponsorship 
deals with a number of companies 
that will fund future Success in the 
City events. 

Reston Limousine provides free 
transportation to all Success in the 
City events in return for publicity. 
It’s helped the company land one 
of its biggest clients, who happens 
to be a member, and jump-start 
its new revenue stream. New York 
shopping trips. 

“We like to help each other out,” 
Bouweiri said. 

As de Lorenzi builds her organi- 
zation, she has rallied local women 
to do the nitty-gritty work — col- 
lecting membership dues, plan- 
ning a fundraising gala, finding 
speakers — so eventually she can 
launch Success in the City on a 
national level. 

“I’m a real CEO,” she said. “You 
need someone who’s a visionary, 
someone who looks over the hori- 
zon, and people will follow you. 
Setting up charter rules? I’m not 
good at those things.” 

But she is a charmer. 

Andrea Fitch, founder and chief 
executive of RedCarpet Creations, 
an Alexandria brand strategy firm, 
said she counts herself as one of 
the many loyal followers working 
to support and manage de Lorenzi’s 
vision. 

“I’ve drunk the Kool-Aid, 
and I love it,” she said, kendra marr

GettingAhead 


Of Crooks 
And Books 



District misdeeds 
become fodder 
for local police 
officer’s fiction 

For many years, D.C. police offi- 
cer Quintin Peterson stuck to the 
facts, informing the public about 
grisly crimes across the city. But 
then he became a published nov- 
elist and poet, tweaking the truth 
and using his imagination to bring 
fictional crime stories to life. 

“I pull from the job; a lot of my 
stories will take elements from three 
separate incidents,” said Peterson, 
who has been assigned to the pub- 
lic information office for 22 years. 
“I borrow from those and come up 
with unique characters..” 

He has self-published several 
novels and a book of poetry, and 
was one of several writers whose 
short stories were picked for the 
2006 crime-fiction anthology “D.C. 
Noir,” edited by famed D.C. crime 
novelist George Pelecanos. 

Peterson, 52, has become the 
department’s outreach to the land 


of police fantasy, acting as a liaison 
for the movie and TV industry. As 
a script consultant and technical 
adviser, he helps films accurately 
depict D.C. police. 

He has consulted on dozens of 
movies, including “The Pelican Brief,” 
“Minority Report” and the upcom- 
ing thriller “State of Play,” which has 
been filming in the District. 

“Every movie made here in the last 
20 years or so, if they had anything 
to do with police, I helped,” Peterson 
said, “even if there were just police 
officers in the background.” 

Peterson makes sure the actors’ 
uniforms are accurate. He also 
makes sure the actors depicting 
police don’t do or say anything too 
far from reality. For example, beat 
officers are equipped with 9mm 
Glock handguns and don’t nor- 
mally lug around large, semiauto- 
matic rifles, he said. 

In 1981, Peterson became a D.C. 
police officer, first assigned to the 
2nd District in Northwest. After 
a few years of chasing down bur- 
glary suspects and car thieves, he 
was in a serious car accident and 
was detailed to the communica- 


tions division doing dispatch. He 
soon moved to the public informa- 
tion office and never left. 

He dealt with the media during 
the bloody crack- cocaine wars of 


the early 1990s, and when a shotgun 
stalker terrified the community by 
randomly shooting women across 
the District in 1993. Sgt. Joe Gentile, 
who recently retired from the depart- 


ment as head of the public informa- 
tion office, worked with Peterson for 
more than 20 years. He said Peterson’s 
skills were invaluable. 

“He’s an excellent writer,” Gentile 
said. “With 10 bare-bone facts, he 
was able to put out an informative 
news release.” 

Peterson stuck to only the facts 

— at least in public. 

“I’d always write something, 
but I didn’t show it to anybody,” 
he said. “I did it just to get it out 
of my head.” 

But, a few years ago, he decided it 
was time to start showing his work. 
He didn’t have much luck at first, so 
in 2000 he self-published his first 
novel, “SIN,” about police corruption, 
and later “The Wages of SIN,” which 
can be found in some local book- 
stores. His short crime thrillers “A 
Dark Place,” “The Kingsley Affair,” 
“Forsaken” and “Frankenstein’s Alive 
and Well” are Amazon Shorts, avail- 
able at Amazon.com. 

Peterson has a screenplay he is 
trying to sell about — What else? 

— gritty crime in the city. He said 
that because the last season of “The 
Wire” is over, it might be a good 
time to pitch it. 

Peterson is eligible to retire 
whenever he chooses. Pelecanos 
said that he might have a second 
career ready-made for him. 

“Maybe he’s got something 
ahead of him when he gets out 
of the MPD,” Pelecanos said. “It’s 
not like being a rock star; you can 
be an old writer.” allison klein (the

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20-somethings 
are snagging jobs 
usually saved for 
the older workers 

The meeting was a 30 -minute 
tete-a-tete with Sen. John Kerry, 
D-Mass., former candidate for 
president and, at this moment, a 
very inquisitive chairman of the 
U.S. Senate Committee on Small 
Business and Entrepreneurship. 

Jeremy Marcus, 26 — who was 
2 when Kerry was elected to the 
Senate — entered the room, sat 
down and began presenting his case 
to make a certain federal agency’s 
policies more effective. 

“He pushed back on everything,” 
recalled Marcus, who declined to 
get more specific about the recent 
meeting. “He will attack any hole 
in your logic to make sure you 
know what you’re talking about. 
I felt I had done a poor job, but 
at the very end of the meeting, he 
said to me, ‘You know what you’re 


talking about. Go ahead.’ It was 
an empowering experience ... that 
I could make a fundamental change 
for the better.” 

Marcus is a legislative committee 
aide on Capitol Hill who has navi- 
gated Washington’s talent gridlock 
of young professionals, unlike so 
many others stuck scavenging for 
public service jobs with decent pay. 
Among politically oriented people in 
their 20s or early 30s, Marcus holds 
one of the more high-pressure and 
coveted jobs in Washington, simi- 
lar to that of a State Department 
special assistant or an associate 
attorney at a prominent nongov- 
ernmental organization. 

They represent a portion of their 
generation that faces less pressure 
to answer the stressful question of 
what’s next — a preoccupation of 
so many others armed with college 
and graduate degrees and eager for 
stable work that fulfills their career 
expectations. The worry of the elite 
Beltway tribe is about now: Will 
they be taken seriously? 

“When I represent the Senate 


at events . . . people will say, ‘You 
seem really young. How long have 
you been in this position? ’“ said 
Karen Radermacher, 28, a legis- 
lative assistant on the small busi- 
ness committee who earned an 
MBA in 2003. 

Within Capitol Hill’s multilay- 
ered pecking order, aides in 40 -plus 
committees occupy a perch distinct 
from lawmakers’ personal offices. 
Young committee aides tend to earn 
higher salaries; they can focus on 
one or two issues of national sig- 
nificance; and they aren’t always 
cycled into job churn if the boss 
loses an election. 

Salaries are decent, especially 
for the young, childless and single. 
Several aides interviewed for this 
article are paid $61,000 per year 
on average, or as much as $87,000. 
When Congress is busy, days can 
be packed with drafting bills, run- 
ning major hearings, meeting with 
a CEO or a committee’s chairman 
or ranking member, and negotiat- 
ing with congressional aides lob- 
bying to squeeze in their bosses’ 


priorities. 

Recently at the Hart Senate 
Building, Erin Renner, 28, an edu- 
cation policy adviser for the Senate 
Committee on Health, Education, 
Labor and Pensions, met with aides 
to Sen. Richard J. Durbin, D-Ill. The 
senator’s staffers were hoping that 
Renner could sway House educa- 
tion committee members to alter 
wording in a bill. 

“The House language is a bit 
weak. We think it’s a step in the right 
direction,” said Lexi Saudargas, 25, 
one of Durbin’s legislative assistants, 
sitting across from Renner at a con- 
ference table. 

“So, you’re happy with how it’s 
written?” Renner asked. 

“He’d like to see it stronger,” 
Saudargas said, referring to her 
boss. “If you hear of any Senate 
Republicans we can reach out to, 
let us know.” 

Getting such a job by your late 
20s requires something unusual for 
today’s young people fresh out of col- 
lege: knowing which Reid you want 
to work in. Staff directors say they 


prefer those with graduate degrees 
that match the committee’s subject 
area. They point to prestigious fel- 
lowships as potential avenues.

University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst in 2002. She started on 
the Hill as the chief of staff’s assis- 
tant for Sen. Joseph Biden, D-Del., 
then earned a degree from Harvard 
University’s Graduate School of 
Education. A Harvard teaching 
assistant helped her land a posi- 
tion in the Education Department. 
Finally, she moved to the commit- 
tee known as HELP. 

Jonathan Black, who turned 30 
in November, rose to become a cli- 
mate change analyst on the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee only after spending 
years working his way up. After he 
earned a graduate degree in inter- 
national affairs in 2001, he interned 
for a senator, then moved to the 
committee as staff assistant. He 
now carries one of the more pres- 
tigious committee titles: “profes- 
sional staff member.” 

One afternoon. Black met in his 
office with lobbyists John J. “Jack” 
McMackin, 56, and Bert Carp, 63, 
for the glass bottle manufacturer 
Owens-Illinois. They were to meet 
the next day with committee chair- 
man Jeff Bingaman. 

They asked Black whether law- 
makers could make their industry 
eligible for carbon- emission allow- 
ances. Otherwise, McMackin said, 
their client would be vulnerable to 
overseas competitors with less- 
stringent environmental rules. 

Black made no promises. “I’m 
not going to make much of a rec- 
ommendation to the senator until 
after the meeting tomorrow,” he 
said. “Certainly, you should make 
your case, and I’m sure he’ll be sym- 
pathetic to the situation.” 

With that, all three men shook 
hands and Black saw them out
